The March 2nd 
announcement from Sony in Japan finally 
put an end to all the rumour-mongering 
that's been going on over the past few months. 

You can read the full details in this month's 
news on page 10, but it looks like the 
videogame war is going to seriously hot up in 
March 2000. 

The key issue for us all will be backwards 
compatibility with the original PlayStation. All 
your existing games should run on the new 
console, which is a very smart move.

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S econd place is first loser. That's 
the kind of philosophy the No 
Fear clothing brand has been built 
on. and it’s an idea that power house 
publishers Codemasters have become familiar 
with too. The ease with which they’ve become 
one of the major players in the PlayStation 
party is incredible, and it’s a reflection of their 
achievements to think that the gaming public 
expect nothing but absolute quality from every 
game they release. 

All eyes are now on Codemasters' latest 
project, being coded in Sweden by Unique 
Development Systems (UDS), as racing fans 
everywhere are already wet palmed and more 


jittery than an aluminium cigar tube filled with angry 
wasps in anticipation of the title's release. 

It’s a bold decision by Codemasters as this bone¬ 
shaking extreme sport isn’t too familiar to the 
Saturday Grandstand masses. It’s also UDS' first piece 
of work for Sony’s machine, but such was the noise 
being made by the Codies that Pro just had to pay a 
visit to the land that spawned 70 s pop meisters ► 















► ABBA and that odd uppity weather girl to see 
what the confident Codemasters crews’ latest 
racer was all about. And no, we didn’t see any 
porn stars. Just the bikes were getting ridden, 
okay? You mucky lot!

BJORN TO BE WILD 

No Fear Downhill Mountain Biking may be the 
outfit’s debut spat for the PlayStation, but their 
collaboration with Codemasters and the 
injection of a game engine that’ll surprise 
everyone after Rushdown's dismal attempt, 
was just the tonic to persuade the cautious 
trend setters at No Fear that this was a 
game they could confidently tag their 
brand onto. 

It’s a major coup for UDS as there is 
an obvious and relevant connection 
with No Fear and the world of extreme 
sports. Product Manager Peter 
Zetterberg is thrilled at having the 
label on board, “We set out to get a 
brand that the consumers know 
and something that connects with 
the sport of Mountain Biking and 
No Fear was the first name that 
came up." 

It’s surely sweeter than a 
cocktail of Candarel and 
Cadbury’s to get the 
approval of your first choice, 
and even more tooth teasing 
when that choice also 
happens to be one of the 
biggest and coolest names 
around. No Fear is an 
influence that Peter respects 
and the feeling is definitely 
mutual with No Fear taking a 
regular interest in the 
biking game’s design. 

“They’ve checked on 
the game from time to 
time and have been very 



happy with what they’ve seen,” says Peter. But 
No Fear’s concerns have more to do with how 
the image of the game is being shaped rather 
than the progress of the code at this stage, 
something that UDS understand as being 
incredibly important. 


Mr. Zetterberg informed us, “When we 
decided to do a mountain bike 
game, we had to decide on the 
approach and the attitude. No 
Fear wanted to make sure 
that their brand was used in 
the right way, so it’s 
important that everything 
that is influenced by this - 
from the look, to the music 
and even the language of the 
game is in keeping with their ideals.” 

He goes on, doing an impressive 
take on a bodacious adrenaline junkie 
riding a hot rod hill racer, and a 
Scandinavian one at that! "Live for 
the rush! No Feah - They take good 
care of their trademark, it’s so 
strong. Everything has to be well 
packaged and we assured them we 
would do that." 


It’s starting to take the shape of a neatly 
wrapped package that will hopefully provide a 
birthday-sized surprise for gamers bored with 
petrol powered pedal pressing sims. In No Fear 
Downhill Mountain Biking, it’s all about pushing 
your body to the limit in locations such as San 
Francisco, the Swiss Alps, rural England, Japan, 
Spain and of course, Sweden. 

Pedal power must be accompanied by a tight 
grip and some white knuckle handling. These 
machines rarely get above 30 or so miles an 
hour, but the feeling of speed is well and truly 
realised in the game, an essential requirement 
for any racer. How’s this done you may ask? 

NO FEAR GEAR 

Well the answer to that is a cleverly thought out 
blend of arcade and simulation. Peter explains, 
"You want realistic physics and stuff, but 
sometimes in the end you have a boring game 
because it’s too realistic, plus you have to be 
careful with two wheel physics - we now fully 
understand why there has not been a real two 
wheel racing game before, because it’s so hard 
to make it work.” 

You can fiddle about with the machinery of 
each ride as in Codemasters' supreme rally run¬ 
about Colin McRae. However, when you hit the 
well beaten track the gameplay, speed and

most importantly a realistic 
representation of the competitive 
nature of the sport are the elemental 
features that the team are adamant 
the game must concentrate on. This 
is not a 100% technically accurate sporting 
experience. 

It’s the lifestyle of the sport that UDS are 
trying to capture, and to that end the product 
has been allowed the freedom not to be tied to 
the current simulation trends. "We wanted to 
emphasise the lifestyle,” says Peter, “which has 
nothing to do with technical data sheets. It’s 
about jumping on a bike and going downhill. No 
Fear Downhill Mountain Biking became arcadey 
because it’s a lifestyle sport, it’s not a sport in 
the same sense as tennis or golf. I think it was 
a good decision from us to focus on the lifestyle 
of the sport." 


NO CUTS, NO SCRAPES! 

And what a lifestyle this game implies. Take 
part in the teeth gritting championship and race 
a total of 24 different trails across 10 locations 
in a bid to become the number one saddle sore 
suicidal cyclist. Or go for a razz in a single race 
and take on anyone from the large field of tyre 
tearing opponents, or play against a pal by 
virtue of the split-screen option. 

The knockout racing is a four player loser 
drop-out scenario that may possibly be the most 
taxing event as you’ll need to apply the speed 
in at least three bouts of sheer biking brilliance 
to come out on top. Then there’re the huge trick 
jump runs that do all they can to bring your face 
and gravelly grain of the ground together as 
often as possible. 

No Fear Downhill Mountain Biking will be 
heading your way this summer, and it sounds 
like it'll be a good idea to start stockpiling the 
puncture repair kits, because if the guys at UDS 
have got any say in the matter, you’re going to 
be slapping on the rubber and burning through 
limb losing crevices like it’s going out of 
fashion. Surely there’s no fear of that! 


















LSI Logic Corporation and they’ve come up with 
something they reckon will thrash the pants off 
even Intel’s latest PC processor, the Pentium III. 
The operating system on this chip is where all 
the backwards compatibility comes in and 
basically you can run it in two modes, either 
using the existing PlayStation mode running at 
(blandly) 33Mhz or the new uber-mode running 
at 37Mhz. 

At the Sony party in Tokyo, the biggest 
Japanese players Namco, From Software and 
Square were jostling with each other to show off 
their goodies. Square were showcasing the 
ballroom dance scene between Rinoa and 
Squall from FFVIII in real-time. Namco 
meanwhile were showing off a remodelled sexy 
chick from Ridge Racer 4 showing intricate 
facial muscles and eye movement, while From 
Software were showcasing material from a new 
King’s Field RPG title. In theory, images of the 
quality of Disney’s Toy Story should now be 
possible on a home console for the'first time. 

Also shown were original versions of Crash 
Bandicoot and Gran Turismo and these were 
running much better on the backwards 
compatible hardware than we are currently used 
to seeing. 

Also reported is the fact that all existing 
peripherals will be 100% compatible with the 
new machine. Memory Cards, Dual Shock, 
NegCon and GunCon should all work perfectly. 
Could we ask for more. 

With a release penned in for Japan in March 
2000 we’re going to have to wait probably until 
around September 2000 for the PAL versions to 
arrive, but we’ll obviously have a machine as 
soon as we possible can, so you’ll still get all 
the latest info from PlayStation Pro. 

Watch out for further information in our next 
issue (that’ll be the spangly-lookin’ new one) 
after we get back from the Tokyo Game Show, 
where we expect to get even more details.

I Sony have taken Sega’s recent 
I Dreamcast launch and smashed it to pieces 
I with a stunning debut in Japan. The bosses at 
f Sega must feel like committing Hari Kari, 
because Sony are about to unleash a machine 
that will thrash everything that’s gone before it. 

“The new PlayStation aims to be a new form 
of computer entertainment that incorporates 
music and movies,” Ken Kutaragi, a chief 
spokesperson for Sony Japan told us, and the 
hardware inside seems to back that up. 

What Kutaragi is obviously referring to is the 
inclusion of a DVD drive in the system (see 
“What the hell is DVD?”). This will allow 
developers to pack in more graphics, sounds 
and movies than we have ever experienced 
before and the results should be mind-blowing. 

It will also give owners access to the huge DVD 
movie boom that’s taking place at the moment. 
Will it be the end of the video as we know it? 
You bet! 

There’s no point in having the extra storage 
capacity though if the hardware isn’t powerful 
enough to utilise it. For that reason Sony have 
spent time and Yen developing a chip with the

DVD, which stands for Digital Video Disc (or Digital Versatile Disc, as it has also been called) is 
simply the latest audio/video storage medium to hit the market. Looking exactly like a compact 
disc or a CD-ROM, numerous advances in optical disc technology have made it now possible for 
hours of high-quality video and audio to now be stored on these 5-inch digital wonders. 

DVDs can hold so much data because not only does the disc spin very, very fast, but developers 
were able to pack the grooves the laser follows tightly together, and very refined and sharp lasers 
were developed to read them. What the laser’s actually “reading” are millions of tiny indentations 
on the disc surface. The laser light hits these indentations (which are only in two positions, “up” 
or “down”), and bounces the light back, relaying what position the indentation is. 

These “up” or “down” positions correspond to Is and Os, which is the basis for a digital bitstream. 
The way the Is and Os are arranged in the bitstream forms a series of codes that tell a DVD player 
what to do. The decoder in the player then converts these encoded digital commands into the 
images and sounds we can see and hear. Bored yet? Good.

POWER OF MAGIC 

Magic can’t just be learned 
and used whenever desired in 
FFVIII. To use magic, 
characters must first absorb 
("draw”) its power in battle 
from enemies. The “drawn" 
magic can be stocked for later 
use or released immediately. Stocked magic can 


BATTLE SYSTEM 

The battle system remains 
essentially unchanged from 
FFVII and features the now 
ubiquitous ATB (Active Time 
Battle) system that uses 
waiting time gauges to 
determine the sequence of 
attack among all characters, friends and foes 
alike. The battle graphics have been improved by 
simplifying the designs of status bars and other 
indicators and by using the entire screen.

JUNCTION SYSTEM 

New to FFVIII is the Junction System that adds 
elemental attributes of magic or GFs to weapons 
and armour for making customised equipment. 
For example, stocked fire spells can be used for 
“junction” with a sword to give it the added 
effect of fire in battle.

be used in later battles until used up. It can also 
be used for adding elemental attributes to 
weapons and armour using the power of 
Guardian Forces. 


SUMMON BEASTS 

The summon beasts are now Guardian Forces 
(GF). GFs act no differently from summon beasts, 
except while they are in action, the Hit Points 
(HP) of the summoning character is exchanged by 
those of the GF. During that time, the GF absorbs 
all the damage, not the character. 





S quaresoft will release the PlayStation port of Final Fantasy VI on March 
11 in Japan. The title was originally released for Super Famicom (SFC) in 
1994 and ported to SNES as FF3. Square are also to release Final 
Fantasy Collection (FFC), which brings together VI with the current PlayStation 
remakes of IV and V. A limited edition of FFC will also be available. 


FINAL FANTASY VI 

The last of the series for a Nintendo system, FFVI was a monster hit in Japan 
and overseas. Its key features were a new summon system and a unique way 
of learning magic spells. Individual characters had special attributes and their 
own special attacks. Squaresoft has added CG opening and ending movies for 
the PlayStation remake. 


FF COLLECTION 

This compilation features PlayStation remakes of the three SFC hits, FFIV f FFV 
and FFVI. Besides the regular three-disc set, there is also the FFC Anniversary 
Package , which includes the three games and an FF original clock in a deluxe 
package. As only 50,000 units of the Anniversary Package will be available, 
collectors are gonna be drooling all over it. 
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“JUNCTION” WITH GFS 

To give a character Guardian Force support, the 
character must “junction” with a chosen GF. In 
battle, the GF gains experience points for 
levelling up. By levelling up the GF, it not only 
grows stronger with more HP, it also learns new 
abilities that can be conferred to the guarded 
character.

CHOCOBO MINI GAME FOR PDA 

FFVIII includes Odekake Cochocobo RPG, a 
mini game for downloading to the 
PocketStation PDA. Cochocobo, one of the 
GF beasts, is the hero. The flightless bird 
sets out on an adventure, braving monster 
attacks and meeting friends. After 
Cochocobo levels up in battles, its data 
can be returned to FFVIII. 

The battle system is entirely automatic. 
If Chocobo encounters an enemy, it 
squares off. There are four numbers shown 
on the screen. The two outermost numbers 
are HP, while the two inner numbers 
indicate the time remaining until either of 
the characters can strike (in other words, 
the two innermost numbers are like the 
ATB bars). When its ATB number drops to 
zero, Cochocobo attacks automatically. 

The battle ends when the HP of one of the 
combatants is eliminated. 



Gran Turismo 2 - first pics! 


S ony were celebrating this month as the original 
Gran Turismo was confirmed as the first single 
platform game to ever top the yearly sales chart. The 
news comes at a time when more about the sequel's 
features are filtering through from the secretive staff 
at Sony HQ. 

GT 2 will offer around 400 car models which we are 
told will include more European and American 
manufacturers, and the word is that the sultry curves 
of Ferrari and Porsche's finest models will definitely be 
available thanks to the impression the original left on 
these legendary makers. It also seems that the car 
manufacturers have finally been convinced to allow 
their pristine motors to sustain limited car damage, 
bringing the prospect of flipping a Dodge Viper ever 
closer to reality. 

These are the changes gamers wanted to see taking 
place for the sequel, and Sony are looking to excel 
once again. They'll be introducing new tuning options 
and a more generous selection of tracks that will 
include locations from Seattle, Tahiti and Rome as well 
as an off-road racing option in true V-Rally style to 
show off the new flying dirt, dust and water effects. GT 
2 is also rumoured to be Pocket Station compatible.

B eing an avid supporter of our 

favourite console, you’d be forgiven 
for thinking that PC games are utter 
bollocks, and for the most part you’d be 
right. Every now and again though, 
something comes along on the PC that 
eclipses every game on any format, just 
like games such as Tomb Raider and Metal 
Gear Solid do on the PlayStation. 

One of these rare events was Rainbow 
Six , an incredibly realistic delve into the 
world of special forces battling against 
international terrorism, based on the work 
of American author Tom Clancy. Rainbow 
Six (created by Clancy’s own company, Red 
Storm Entertainment) has already out¬ 
performed Hollywood blockbuster movies 
after its release on the PC and is now 
being developed for the PlayStation. 

British developers Rebellion unveiled 
their Pre-Alpha version of Rainbow Six at 
The Randolph Hotel in Oxford this February. 
Jason Kingsley from Rebellion was keen to 
point out that the PlayStation version will 
not simply be a conversion of the PC 
release. “ Rainbow Six on the PlayStation 
will use elements (storyline and characters) 
from the PC title, but it is not a port.” The 
game will be designed specifically for the 
PlayStation, with the action seen from a 
first person perspective. 

“Players must take on varied missions 
including: infiltrating seized buildings, 
disarming explosives and rescuing 
hostages. The levels in Rainbow Six will 
take place in 12 locations, from the Congo 
to a Theme Park, and will be playable with 
three difficulties. This effectively means 
that players will have to battle through 36 
levels in all to complete the game. 

Although Rainbow Six is still in its early 
stages of development, details about the 
game’s realism promise to make it a game 
to look out for. “The statistics and details 
are all taken from genuine situations, up to 
the point where information was 
classified.” Jason explained, “all of the 
weapons are based on the genuine articles 
used by Special Forces.” 

Rainbow Six is due to be released 
exclusively in Europe by Take 2 Interactive 
in July. You can bet that we’ll be bringing 
you more news on this exciting title as 
soon as we get our hands on it.

Thunder allows you to punch, chop, kick and 
molest each other with balsa wood furniture - do 
these people have a rulebook? Luckily, the game 
isn’t about minor things like rules and 
honourable conduct.

THUNDER IN PARADISE

► be some time before you unlock these 
unlikely opponents. 

The control system doesn’t have 
Tekken’s instant access, until you work 
things out, the first few bouts will look 
like a pathetic bitch-slapping contest. It’s 
amusing to watch, but it’s not really the 
attack of choice if you’re up against a 17 
stone drag queen who desperately wants to 
use your body as a pipe cleaner.

L et’s start in the middle and mention the 
track editor. It’s good. It isn’t great , but it’s 
easy to use, has a reasonable number of 
elements to incorporate, such as jumps, 
hazards, tunnels and chicanes and, 
although it doesn’t allow anywhere near 
enough space to create a truly 
interesting circuit, it nonetheless 
provides a happy diversion from the 
main game in the event you begin to get 
bored.

football game that seeks, like Libero Grande, to 
add a new spin to the genre. Viva Football differs 
from the usual footy sim by including all the 
teams and venues from the last 40 years of 
World Cup glory. All 1,035 teams are featured, 
meaning that a total of over 16,700 players are 
included in the game. This alone is an amazing 
feat, and will probably ensure a high rate in 
sales in itself. 

You can choose to play with and against any 
team from any point in history. So, England’s 
1966 squad can find themselves being 
challenged by Italy’s mighty 1982 squad, and 
Brazil’s 1970 squad can come up against West 
Germany’s 1974 squad in a blistering, historic 
grandstand footy showdown. 

You can adjust your squad before and during 
the game, allowing for changes in formations 
and even individual player’s positions. Every 


single player has a unique set of 16 individual 
statistics. A player’s speed, acceleration, 
creativity, tackling, control, passing, shooting, 
awareness and even the rate at which they get 
tired is programmed into the game separately. 
Substitutions can be made according to the 
actual rules of the time period, with the different 
international governing bodies submitting their 
rules if you choose their teams. 

Viva Football's also taken the bold move to 
discard pundit commentary in favour of using the 
player’s voices as they 
shout to each other across 
the pitch. Games can even 
be played with foreign 
teams using their own 
languages to shout 
encouragement and give 
tips on where to pass the 
ball. If you find the native tongues a little too 
hard to fathom out though, there is an option to 
play in English. 

The inclusion of player banter is Viva Football 
is flash of brilliance, since the old recorded 
commentary tends to get really bloody annoying 
after little more than a few minutes. And I don’t 
think many of us would be too upset to see the 
death of the commentary altogether. 

BLAST FROM THE PAST 

Unlike FIFA ‘99 and Michael Owen’s World 
League Soccer ; Viva Football does try very hard 
to be different. All the World Cup teams from the 
last 30 years appear in the game and there are 
enough acjded features to keep the football fan 
happy. Unfortunately, there are also a few points 
that casual PlayStation footy players may have a 
problem with. 

The control system has to be one of the 
trickiest ever. Where the learning curve for FIFA’s 
system is manageable, Viva’s control system will 
take weeks to get the hang of. The trouble here 
is, the developers seem to have concentrated on 
giving as much opportunity for varied passes, 
tricks and shots as possible. Now, this may 
seem like an inspired idea, but it doesn’t half 
make it difficult to achieve anything on the pitch. 

Where most football games include a 
modicum of guidance to direct the ball, Viva 
Football gives full control of the ball to the 
player. Okay, so this still may not sound like ► 
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► a bad situation, and to anyone who considers 
themselves an expert with such games it isn't. 
Newcomers to the world of PlayStation football, 
however, would find it nigh on impossible to 
become absorbed in Viva Football's charms 
within little less than a week. 

As a player passes the ball, for example, the 
ball is kicked in the basic direction of another 
footballer, but the player gains control of the 
next footballer so quickly that it becomes 
difficult to collect the ball. 

Shooting on target is also difficult. Just try 
and take a direct kick at the goal and you will 
soon realise that you’re more likely to have 
Caprice drop her keks and moon you, than you 


are of scoring a goal without setting it up with 
more than two players in the box. 

There’s still a lot to like about Viva Football 
and it’s reassuring to know that developers, 
whilst treading similar pathways, are continuing 
to search for interesting variations. Those with 
any interest in the history of football would be 
hard pushed to be disappointed, the ability to 
relive age old matches (some can even be 
played in black and white) is one of those 
options that will no doubt be copied in future 
releases and works extremely well.

T oy Story made something of an impression 
on the cinema going public. Both kids and 
grown-ups alike were dazzled by the 
incredible computer graphics that 
introduced us to Buzz Lightyear and 
friends, in a comic and magical film. 

The next production from Pixar Studios (the 
tech-art wizards behind Toy Story) is A Bug's 
Life, another dazzling computer cartoon, about 
an ant's struggle to save his friends from the 
evil grasshoppers. Naturally, Disney has seen the 
potential for merchandise and has released a 
game to milk it dry. Thankfully though, it doesn’t 
follow the time-honoured tradition of past film 
licenses in being an anthill filled with shite. It's 
actually turned out to be a pretty fine platform 
adventure in its own right. 

A Bug's Life charts the 
adventures of Flik, an 
enterprising worker ant 
whose inventions get him 
into constant trouble with 
the colony. But when the 
evil grasshoppers pass 
through the colony and 


demand a share of their harvest, Flik believes he 
has the solution. He creates a harvesting 
machine to reduce the workload, but 
unfortunately the machine runs out of control 
and destroys the ants' food offering to the 
grasshoppers. Flik then has a confrontation with 
Hopper, the power-crazy leader of the 
grasshoppers and volunteers to set out on a 
quest to find more bugs to help with the harvest. 

COLONY WARS 

Flik's quest begins at Anthill Island, his home 
and a good place to try out his range of skills. 

By collecting a number of coloured discs, Flik 
can change the acorns on the levels into useful 
objects. At the beginning of the level, he 
immediately has the capability to turn acorns

By collecting different discs, he can 
create more useful items ranging from towering 
plants to power-ups, health giving plants and 
special moves. These objects provide the basis 
for Flik’s adventure, since without mastering his 
skills he cannot progress to the later levels. 

A Bug's Life features 15 levels in all, spread

out over five acts. From Flik's introduction to the 
outside world on Ant Island, he has to defeat the 
scavenging bird to escape across the wasteland 
in Act two. Act three sees his journey becoming 
more fraught with danger as he crosses the big, 
busy city. In Act four, Flik enlists some friendly 
bugs from a circus to join him in his quest back 
to the island. He must find his way to the top of 
a tree to launch a mechanical bird to get home. 


FUN WITH ACORNS 


An immediately bizarre feature, that later becomes useful then essential, 
is Flik’s ability to collect acorns and turn them into useful objects. If all 
the bonus items are to be collected you must master this surreal art 
down to a tee. Here are just a few of the objects Flik can create... 


Flik begins each level with the ability 
to turn acorns into toadstools. These 
act as small trampolines 


If Flik collects enough coloured discs 
he can get quite advanced with his 
creations. Like this gun turret plant

IT'S A SMALL WORLD 

As far as film licenses go, A Bug's Life 
has to be one of the best. In the past, 
only a few (most famously Die Hard 
Trilogy) licensed games have 
translated well to the PlayStation, but 
A Bug's Life certainly shows that the 
developers have worked hard bringing the 
experience of the film to our homes. You 
may read in other magazines that A Bug's Life is 
too easy in places, but it does actually get quite 
tricky as you get to the later levels (not that I'm 
saying other reviewers have played this game 
any less than I have - wouldn't dream of it). 

If you want to get all of the many bonuses on 


each level, it takes a reasonable amount of brain 
power to figure out how to reach the places 
where the bonuses are hidden, and this can 
double the playing time needed to complete the 
whole shebang. 

A Bug's Life is primarily a children's 
game. The game's subject and content 
are both aimed at the kid's end of the 
market, and there're plenty of one-liners 
and cute characters that will seem a 
little empty to older gamers. But, at the 
same time, there is more than enough 
action and puzzles to keep even the most 
trigger-happy of us satisfied for a substantial 
amount of quality playing time. A Bug's Life is a 
better than average, all-round wholesome 
adventure. It may not have the lasting power of 
today’s big adventure titles, but a rental should 
definitely be considered <S3s> 


The ‘Land of the Giants’ feel is amplified when Flik hits the 
city.

T he journey from celluloid classic to 

videogame disaster is a short one. There's 
been a shedload of mediocre titles filtered from 
the big screen lately, but A Bug's Life is 
actually worth the bother. The brilliant hi-res 
graphics are dazzling and Flik's ability to turn 
acorns into useful objects is a fine addition. If 
you're a bit older than the target market, don't 
worry about being disappointed.

W ith the shelf-buckling amount of racing 
games out there, it’s strange that they 
nearly all involve vehicles of some 
form or another. The leg-based racer 
(or should that be runner?) has never 
really been exploited to it’s fullest. The Sega 
Saturn had Sonic R, but what about 
your beloved PSX? Well, there’s Int. 

Track And Field and... that’s pretty 
much it, until now. 

Running Wild gives you the chance 
to pound various types of pavement 
with any one of six herbivorous speed 
freaks. You see, mating with their — 
parents and eating the weakest new-borns has 
grown dull for these noble creatures. Now all 
that is left for them is the thrill of running really 
fast with their ears flapping in the wind. 

The races take place in several themed areas 
of the globe. You can rip around the Arctic, a 
volcano, the desert or even stampede a city at a 
fashionable 50 frames per second. If you’re 
quick on your hooves, and manage to beat the 
level champion, you’ll be awarded points that will 
gain you access to bonus areas. 

The tracks are littered with pick-ups 
that allow you to run faster, fly or even 
squash your rivals under foot. However, 
those of you who are looking for a 
serious animal racer will be disappointed. 


Cartoon graphics are what you play and madcap 
landscapes are what you race on. 

On the graphical front, it seems that 
resolution and detail has been sacrificed at the 
altar of speed. If you imagine the Orient Express 
section from Crash 3, then you’ll know just how

good this style of game can look. So you can’t 
help wondering why these visuals aren’t as tasty, 
especially considering the nature of the game is 
so simple. 

COW TIPPING 

The game’s characters have been designed to 
cause the least offence to worried mums and 
school psychiatrists. You can’t choose to be 
anything entertaining like a hyena or an alligator, 
instead you can be a goat who’s dressed up as 
a fascist military dictator or a Spanish bull who’s 
kited out in his best bull-fighter togs. 

Running Wild’s contestants really do lack any 
of the fine quirks that made Crash and Spyro 
well-rounded characters. That being said, the 
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Coronado’s a bovine that you 
don’t want to mess with. He 
thinks his bullfighter outfit’s 
funny while the rest of his 
species see it as a sick joke 


chance to take a female kick-boxing 
panda for a 3,000 metre sprint isn’t 
something to be sniffed at, unless 
you’re a horny male panda and it’s 
rutting season. 

Some games just slap on a difficulty 
setting that makes your character 
stronger, or your rivals weaker - not so 
Running Wild. If you’re having trouble 
controlling your accelerator, no problemo, 
set the game for automatic cruise control and 
watch as your PSX slows you down for corners 
and speeds you up for straights. Of course, you 
can take this one stage further and just watch 
the game in demo mode and have no problems 
with the controls whatsoever, but that would 
make things far too easy! 

If this all sounds a bit too simple, it’s 
because it is. Running Wild has been designed 


as a game of “Family fun”, and can be suitably 
set so that even your mum can get it to work - 
which can’t be a good thing, can it? 

ANIMAL CRACKERS 

There are some games out there that are hard to 
dislike because you can dismiss them as being 
for kids. Running Wild just about fits into this 
category as it’s basically a racing game that has 
been dumbed-down and given a whole “free with 
a happy meal” type sheen. 

The notion of games being designed 
specifically for young sprogs though is incredibly 
naive. These days, even four-year-olds cream 
their pre-pubescent pants during a heavy session 
of Gran Turismo. The mere thought that they 
would be more suited to taking part in a cutesy 
running game would have them extending their 
little middle fingers and shouting "swivel!” 


Running Wild would just about make a decent 
sub-game and would stand up pretty well against 
the Chocobo racing sections in FFVII. As a single 
product however, it’s so shallow that if it were a 
paddling pool, you’d have trouble drowning a 
toddler in it

UEFA Champions League is very similar to the 
World League Soccer series, but you’ve 
changed the gameplay slightly. Was this a 
conscious effort to make the game a little more 
‘user friendly' after some criticism from about 
the complex play system in WLS? 

The game does bear a passing resemblance to 
the WLS series because we’ve used a refined 
WLS engine. However, work on UEFA Champions 
League began well in advance of the finish of 
Michael Owen’s WLS ‘99. Right from day one, 
well over 12 months ago. there was a completely 
separate team working on this project, with not 
only with their own ideas, but also their own 
interpretations on how football should be played. 
The end result is a completely different style of 
gameplay. 

The only criticism that was levelled at WLS 
was the fact that it was a little more difficult to 
get into than certain other Arcade-style 
footballing titles.

have there been any improvements or new 
graphics features for the player models? 


Yes, we are at the same resolution as MOWLS 
99. However, we have a new skeleton and skin 
system in UEFA Champions League which 
improves the realism and the look of the player 
models. The models have greater structural 
integrity and are much more lifelike. 


Skeletal weighting has been introduced to the 
player models. What is this? Do the players 
have different weights? 


Skeletal weighting involves defining points 
between bones in a player's skeleton. The end 
result is smoother drawing of the more 
complex parts of a skeleton such as the 
shoulders, and the joints move more 
realistically when animating. 

The actual weight of the players is done in 
such as way that they are relative to their real 
life counterparts where we could find it out, or 
their overall size if we couldn’t. 


24-man squads are available in this new game 
- did UEFA insist on the squad structure being 
accurate to the competition, or was it a case 
of wanting to get the full squads in there 
anyway? 


This was one of those points that wasn’t really 
discussed. It was very much the opinion of 
the team that if they were to recreate such a 
prestigious tournament, then the full squads 
had to be included. It really does make 
sense to give the gamer as many 
realistic options as possible. At the M 
end of the day you should be given 
the chance to choose a different 
11 to the likes of Alex H 

Ferguson. That is what 


makes football so interesting, there are so 
many ways to play it and everyone has their 
own thoughts on it, including team selection. 


How did you find working with UEFA? They 
obviously have a lot of weight in the 
footballing world - did they throw it around or 
were you left alone to work on things the 
way you wanted to? 


The team as a whole were very much left to 
get on with it. UEFA had already done their job 
by creating a unique footballing competition, 
with all of the guidelines and parameters very 
much in place. They also provided us with all 
the official UEFA Champions League TV 
graphics, which helped enormously with the 
look of the game, as well as reams of 
statistics. They gave us the template and the 
team put together the look, the feel and the 
code. We presented UEFA with updates, and 
as suggestions from both sides were made, 
extra features were implemented. 


Finally, you’ve seen the real teams, and 
probably exhausted all possible outcomes of 
this season’s Champions League. Who do 
you see lifting the trophy this year then?

The fighting feels much more like Soul Blade 
than Tekken. Lightning fast multiple attacks can 
be pulled off with the minimum of fuss and the 
maximum visual pleasure. The novelty factor is 
high and is joined at the hip by extreme 
playability and controls that provide quick 
access to some evil looking manoeuvres. 

After a few minutes of gameplay, the 
spectacular set-piece attacks start to raise 
their grisly heads.

Brave Fencer 
comes from Squaresoft, the 
Japanese software house 
responsible for Final Fantasy VII and 
Parasite Eve. It concerns the story of a 
two-sworded fencer, Musashi, who was 
summoned by King Allucaneet to defeat the evil 
Wizard of Darkness. Musashi and the Wizard of 
Darkness battled fiercely for a long time. In the 
end, the most Musashi could do was to seal the 
monster within a magical ward using the power of 
Lumina, the sword of Luminescence. 

It is said that Musashi then divided the power 
of the monster into five elements: Earth, Water, 
Fire, Wind and Sky, and then sealed them within 
crests.

Brave Fencer features a mixture of game styles, and Frank Sidebottom, but Musashi packs a mean punch 

beginning with a number of arcadey levels, that 
wouldn’t look out of place in a Crash Bandicoot 
game, before switching to a crisp, 3D RPG style, 
like Squaresoft’s own Final Fantasy epics. 

It’s here that the Queen’s best comes in handy. 

The Yank children’s voiceovers may prove irritating, 
but it sure beats going to college for three years to 
learn Japanese. 

Brave Fencer Musashi (changed from 
Musashiden for the American release), 
should be hitting these shores in the next 
few months.

Batting Against Fast Bowlers 

When batting against a fast bowler you know that the ball will be arriving at pace. For this 
reason you don’t have too much time to think about the timing. Any contact with the ball 
generally results in runs. Before playing any shot you should look at the field placings of the 
opposing team. This will give you a great indication of what shot to play to which part of the 
field. It would be useless hitting the ball to the heavily covered parts of the field. If the fielders 
are in close a large hit over their heads using the • button should see you right. If the field is 
spread around the boundaries then it’s no good going for that big hit, a shot using the K button 
will play the ball along the ground and not give them the chance of grabbing a cheap wicket.

If you are confident in 
your abilities however these are 
prime balls to get the 
boundaries stacked up. If these 
shots are mistimed however, it’ll 
be time to take that long walk 
back to the pavilion. 

Agressive Batting 

It’s no good attacking a bowler if 
you’re not confident of the 
outcome. Anything which is 
pitched close to you by a fast or 
medium bowler can be hit with 
relative confidence. The timing 
and placing of the shot is 
crucial. The best way to adapt to 
any bowler is to pay attention to 
his bowling style. 

Batting Against Slnw 
Bowlers 

These bowlers can be swing, 
spin or use the Chinamen style. 
The ball moves greatly on 
contact with the ground. The 
variations in spin and swing can 
vary greatly so it’s a good idea 
to use caution if you’re not too 
confident of executing the 
desired shot. If you are well 
practised you will know that 
balls pitched in close can be hit 
away, but only with precision 
timing. If you need to get runs 
quickly however, the risk is 
worth taking as the rewards are 
great. Unfortunately so are the 
consequences of missing the 
shot - LBW usually.

I t’s best not to mess around with the predetermined field 
placings but if you notice one shot being hit repeatedly and 
you’re giving unnecessary runs away you may want to move a 
fielder who’s not been too busy to cover the gap. 

Close fielding 

Ideal for cutting down the opponents run rate. Keeping the 
fielders in close will force the batting team to either play 
defensively and take single runs or hit over the fielders. The 
batsmen will have to play accurate shots and not mistime them 
otherwise they also run the risk of being caught. If they do hit 
over the fielders it’s better to have just a couple of fielders in 
the outfield to attempt the catch or prevent a certain boundary. 

Boundary fielding 

This set-up allows the opposing team to get single runs or 
maybe two runs at a time. If your fielders are set up correctly 
however then you should have no problem stopping the big runs 
being scored.

When you reach the 
spotlights and the spiky Mummy, 
take a dig and use your few 
seconds of immunity to get 
through the doors.

You've got to enter through 
the special warp in the secret 
area. Run through the level 
killing the Cutlass dudes and the 
floating chaps. 

The only hard part of this is 
the Nitro section. You have to 
jump from canopy to canopy over 
several layers of Nitro crates, and 
the last one requires a perfect 
double jump to pass.
